G.S.R. 563 (E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 30 of the Railway 
Claims Tribunal Act, 1987 (54 of 1987), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Railway Claims Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) 
Rules, 1989, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Claims Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Railway Claims Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Members) Rules, 1989 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for mle 3, the following shall be substituted, namely;— 

“3. Pay.—The Chairman shall receive a pay of rupees thirty thousand per mensem, a Vice-Chairman shall receive a 
pay of rupees twenty six thousand per mensem and a Member shall receive pay in the scale of rupees 22,400-600- 
26,000/ per mensem: 

Provided that in the case of appointment as Chairman, Vice-Chairman or Member of a person who has retired as a 
Judge of a High Court, or who has retired from service under the Central Government or a State Government and who is in 
receipt of, or has received or has become entitled to, receive any retirement benefits by way of pension, gratuity, employer’s 
contribution to a Contributory Provident Fund or other forms of retirement benefits, the pay shall be reduced by the gross 
amount of pension or pension equivalent of employer’s contribution to the Contributory Provident Fund or any other form of 
retirement benefits, if any, drawn, or to be drawn by him”. 

3. In rule 6 of the said rules, in sub-rule (3), in the proviso, for the figures “240”, the figures “300’ ’ shall be substituted.
